DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-9, 11, 14-25, and 27-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments and amendments filed 29 April 2010 (see pages 7-8) are found persuasive 
and overcome the previous rejection of Lambert et al. in view of Miller et al. Neither the 
prior art of record nor the prior art at large discloses an eccentric disc configured to 
rotate eccentrically in combination with a housing such that the cutting element is 
exposed beyond the housing for part of the eccentric rotation and the cutting edge of 
the disc is exposed beyond the end of the bearing block distal to the housing for only a 
part of the eccentric rotation, thus the claims are allowed.
